Paul V. McNutt, chairman of 
the War Manpower Commission, 
believes that women will prefer 
to get grime and grease on' their 
hands helping to prevent £iny such 
enemy attack than to risk the j 
grime andgore that bombings in-1 
evitabiy bring. ! 

Women, as well as men, says! 
McNutt, who are not already in 
the war are certain to be in it 
before long. 

“We shall skim the best from 
the 80 million men and women 
able to work, and skim again and 
again. Arrangements will be 
made to care for children while 
their mothers are at work. And 
if the war lasts many years we 
shall go almost to the bottom of 
the dish, leaving only those 
whose ability isn’t worth any¬ 
thing. The war has turned the 
social pyramid upside down.” 

A Oalifomian, Roger Lapham, 
member of the War Labor Board, 
voiced an even stronger appeal to 
Americans of all ages to do their 
aprt in the war: 

“Let’s stop kidding ourselves,” 
he said. "If we want to win this 
war we’ve all got to get into uni¬ 
form—men, women and children. 
Let’s do it quickly. We’ve fooled 
ourselves long enough.” 

Almost any job in the entire 
war effort, it appears, can be 
handled by women as well as 
men, and in one direction or an¬ 
other there is a job to be done 
by everybody old enough to 
think. Nobody need set himself 
apart because he doesn’t know 
precisely what he can do or be¬ 
cause ha’s past his prime and his 
taxes are more import int to the 
coimtry than his phy.sical pres¬ 
ence at the front. He can still get 
into the war effort up to his 
ears, and he shoula. 

The need is vital for purchase 
of W’ar bonds, for giving of 
blood, for contributions of scrap. 
Everybody, obviously, can’t march 
off to w'ar, but everybody can 
fill a place in the Civilian De¬ 
fense »rmy at home. Nurses’ aides 
are desperately needed to release 
trained nurses who can save 
young lives at the battle fronts. 
Hirvest hands must gather the 
crops, for food, too, is a weapon. 
Conservation of all civilian sup¬ 
plies is imperative. By millions, 
women are needed in war indus¬ 
tries and to run community nur¬ 
series, family restaurants, com¬ 
munity laundries. 

“Discomfort or defeat,” is a 
grim .sounding phrase, but the 
choice it presents isn’t difficult. 
It’s deciding to make the choice 
that slows the war effort and 
piles up the sacrifices.

Setting Up Of Regulations By Police 


the movement of traffic; ride in 
or w'ith the traffic. 

Don't allow anyone on the bi¬ 
cycle but yourself; single bicycles 
are not made for two. 

Don’t cut across the street in 
front of oncoming cars. 

Nearly all of the regulations 
set up in Scott’s code are covered 
by ordinances in Sierra Madre, 
but few bike riders heed the law 
again.st riding on sidewalks, go¬ 
ing through safety stops and 
parking their wheels. 


Increasing use of bicycles, 
especially in the smaller com¬ 
munities and refusal of their 
owners, old and young, to accept 
regulations provided for vehicular 
traffic is giving police authorities 
a headache. It has been necessary 
in many of towns not only to 
.set up but to rigidly enforce reg¬ 
ulations for the safety of pedese- 
triuMS as well as cyclists them¬ 
selves. Here is a code established 
by Frank L. Scott, head of the 
Monrovia fxilice department, that 
might well be adopted here or 
anywhere: 

Don’t try to beat an automobile 
across an inter.section. 

Don't ride through boulevard 
stop streets; always stop. 

Don’t ride or park your bicycle 
on the sidewalk. 

Don’t leave your bicycle un¬ 
locked when you have parked it.
